REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Chiba (JP 63075009 A) teaches conducting ethylene and an a-olefin 
copolymerization in two stages, wherein a low molecular weight ethylene polymer is 
prepared in the first stage in the presence of a internal electron donor polysiloxane 
containing Ziegler catalyst and molecular weight modifier of hydrogen, after the ethylene 
polymer from the first stage polymerization is mixed with a glycol ether , a second stage 
ethylene polymerization is then conducted to provide a high molecular weight ethylene 
polymer. However, Chiba only teaches the use of a glycol external electron donor and 
expressly teaches away any other fresh external electron donors such as those 
disclosed in the instant claims, therefore, the rejection of previous Office Action mailed 
May 28, 2009 is withdrawn and the instant claims are in the condition for allowance.
